A NOTABLE EVENT. 


The New England Grocers 
Visit the City. 


CORDIAL WELCOME GIVEN THEM. 


The Banquet in 
the E vening—A 
Very P leasant Affair—Some 
of the Speeches. 


In spite of the rain there were twenty* 
two carriages at the Santa Fe depot job 
terday m orning at half-past 0 waiting to 
convey th e visiting grocers and produce 
dealers about the city. They cam e in 
on the train from Raymond to the num ­ 
ber of about sixty, and arrived in the 
city at 9:55. 
Most of the carriages 
which were waiting were private equip­ 
ages, owned *by prom inent citizens, who 
braved the inclem ent weather to show 
hospitality to the visitors. 
A procession of carriages was formed, 
with Captain Barrett in the lead. 
The 
route taken was through the principal 
etreets of the city and also into the hand­ 
somest 
residences. 
After they had 
driven about for eome time, one detach­ 
ment of the party, about a dozen in num­ 
ber, separated from the rest and drove 
over to Boyle Heights to the residence 
of ex-Mayor W. H . W orkman. 
Here 
they were shown through the winery 
and entertained in an appropriate fashion. 
At a little after noon the carriages all 
drove back to the Nadeau and the guests 
spent the rem ainder of the day at the 
hotel receiving friends. 
In

evening a 
banquet was 
tendered the visitors by the Chamber of 
Commerce and Board of Trade at the 
Nadeau hotel. There were about one 
hundred ladies and gentlemen gathered 
in the parlors and hall, of whom more 
than half were of the party of visitors. 
An hour was spent in conversation and 
in listening to the music which was fur­ 
nished by a string band in attendance. 
At 9 o’clock Mayor Hazard and Mrs. 
Hazard led the way into the dining ball, 
followed by the company. The m usi­ 
cians took tip a position in a side room 
and played popular airs between the 
speeches and while the supper was being 
served.

with flowers. 
Mayor Hazard presided 
and acted as toast-master, gracefulh in­ 
troducing each of the speakers and 
prefacing their remarks with some happy 
allusions to the subjects which were as­ 
signed. In his opening remarks the 
Mayor expressed in enthusiastic terms 
the earnest welcome which the people of 
Los Angeles extended to the visitors 
from the New England StateB. 
“ In 
former tim es,” said he, “it was onr cus 
tom to send out to approaching emigrant 
trains a cordon of soldiery to protect 
them from hostile attack ; now we send 
out representatives of our civic organiza­ 
tions to bid them welcome.” In con- 
c’ueion 
he 
referred 
to 
one 
who 
was present who had come to the coun­ 
try as an argonaut, and who was now 
foremost in greeting the newcomers to 
this shore—Col. J. J. Ayers: 
Col. Ayers said: Ladies and gentle­ 
men visitors, we welcome you with ex­ 
tended palms, and with all the love and 
fraternal devotion of patriotism. I can­ 
not retrace to you the argonaut times, 
and 1 would not if 1 could. There is a 
halo in this room tonight which did not 
shine about us in those day s; I refer to 
American womanhood. 
Wo came to 
this Coast as boys and bachelors w ith­ 
out its sweet surrounding influence. We 
found our way to these shores before 
Horace 
Greeley 
gave 
to 
Ameri­ 
can youths the advice to “ go west,” 
and we have lived to see the country 
loom up from a wilderness to a grand 
State. 
We want grocers to come here to 
see with their own eyes w hat we have to 
supply to your people—wares which yon 
are now in m any cases obtaining from 
other countries, but which we produce. 
We ask of you to see to it that our pro­ 
ducts receive fair treatm ent, that they 
may all be labeled with the name of Cal­ 
ifornia, and not adulterated or palmed 
off as an importation from foreign lands. 
It is to the honesty and justice of the 
mercantile community that we appeal. 
Governor W aterm an was then called 
npon to respond to the toast of “ The 
Ladies.” H e made a very short speech, 
in which he referred apologetically to the 
nnfortunate weather which had beset the 
visitors in Loe Angeles, and declared 
that he would have vetoed it if he could, 
only he was afraid th at it would be 
passed over his head. 
He said that the 
Governor of Massachusetts would never 
make a speech, and th at he was anxious 
to make a sim ilar reputation for the Gov­ 
ernor of California. 
Benjamin Johnson, the editor of the 
New England Grocer, was called upon as 
the organizer and manager of the expe­ 
dition. 
He said that he had heard dur­ 
ing the last few days from all the m em ­ 
bers of the party nothing but the highest 
compliments for the State of California 
and the welcome which they had re­ 
ceived in its borders. 
He knew that the 
visitors would take home with them 
pleasant memories of 
the treatm ent 
which had been accorded them and of 
the grand sights they had seen. The 
visitors would never cease to speak well 
of California to their friends in the East, 
and they would be careful not to be de­ 
ceived with spurious California products. 
Dr. W. H . May was called upon to 
speak of the excursionists. 
He m ade a. 
very interesting talk, in which he half 
ridicnled the idea of

“ Northern 
Citrus Belt.” 
He assured the visi­ 
tors that there were still great sights 
in store for them. 
H e told in hnmorous 
fashion some incidents of the trip from 
El Paso, during which he had been a 
member of the party. 
His rem arks were 
greeted with much laughter and a p ­ 
plause. 
J. D. Allen was called upon to respond 
to the toast of the “ Grand Old State of 
M assachusetts.” He 
said: The man 
must be dumb indeed, who could noffeay 
something for the old mother who had 
done so mnch to make this country what 
it is today. It is not necessary after go­ 
ing through this city to recount the ad­ 
vance which you have made. I t seemed 
as though we were in Boston, not in Cali­ 
fornia. 
We 
saw 
Yankee 
thrift, 
industry 
and 
courage.

m ake this 
city 
the great 
metropolis of South 


ern California. 
The marvelous growth 
of the last ten years will be repeated. 
Your beautiful climate and fruits and 
flowers have m ade us disloyal to oar own 
State. 
We long to return here to live. 
We thank you for the welcome which 
you have accorded us, and if you ever 
visit Boston you shall be treated to an 
old fashiqned New England greeting. 
H . Z. Osborne was asked to reply to 
the toast of the “ City of Los Angeles,” 
which he did by describing its growth 
and its brilliant future possibilities. 
Captain E. P . Beals was called npon to 
reply to the toast of the “ State of Maine.” 
H e recounted the pleasant experience 
which the excursionists had met with 
thus far in the Btate. In sneaking of the 
Riverside fair he told of 
the baby 
show 
th at 
the 
visitors 
had wit­ 
nessed there and of the good work 
which was being done in peopling this 
8tate. 
He said th at the people of New 
England had often heard of the warm 
hearts of the people of California, and 
now they had come to experience them 
end to know how warm and true they 
really were. 
H e only asked that their 
hosts of tonight might some time visit 
Maine, and receive there the welcome he 
would like to help to bestow. 
Hervey Lindley waB introduced as a 
representative of the Chamber of Com­ 
merce, and asked to reply to a toast to 
that organization. He m ade a short 
speech, in which he explained that two 
of the objects for which the cham ber ex­ 
isted were the entertainm ent of visitors 
and the dissemination through the East 
of information about this section. 
Captain Seamans responded to the 
toast of the “ State of California” by an 
eloquent speech. 
He expressed the be­ 
lief th at when the State attained the age 
of its sister commonwealths on th e At­ 
lantic Coast it would have a record in 
history with which it could point with 
the same satisfaction and great men 
whom it could honor as proudly as those 
8tates at the present day. 
Colonel Ayers followed in a few re­ 
marks, in which he paid a touching 
tribute to some of the great men who 
had already come into the history of 
California. 
I t was moved by CaDtain Beals, of 
Maine, and seconded by Mr. Corey, of 
Vermont, that a vote of thanks be given 
to the Cham ber of Commerce and Board 
of Trade and the citizens of Los Angeles, 
for the welcome which they had given 
the visitors.

Rees, Sam Prager, C. C. Cook, J. A. 
Sepulveda, W. L. Wolfe, L. M. Brown, 
C. A. Ham ilton and W. A. Clement. 
Referred to the committee of the whole 
on motion of Mr. Shafer. 
An ordinance declaring a map of a 
part of N inth street official was read aud 
laid over for the deeds to the property to 
be donated for street purposes. 
The report of the City E ngineer as 
published in the H e r a ld was read and 
adopted. 
Judge 
Brunson 
asked that he be 
allowed to construct his own sidewalk on 
Grand avenue. 
Referred to the Board 
of Public Works. 
The plans and specifications for the re­ 
pairs of the Buena Vista-street bridge 
were referred to the bridge committee. 
The report of the finance committee 
was read and adopted. 
When the lumber bids came up for 
consideration Mr. Brown moved that the 
bid of Kerckhoff, Cuzner & Co. be ac­ 
cepted. 
The figure, he said, was not as 
low as another bidder, but the bid was 
really lower because the place of Ker 
khoff, Cuzner & Co. was nearer the heart 
of the city and the cost for cartage would 
be less. 
The motion was carried. 
The committee recommended that tbe 
bid of D. F. Donegan to furnish teams at 
$2.94 per day be accepted.

Ool. Morford said that he employed no 
men who had more than one team as far 
as he knew.

It 
was seen by all that he was drunk and 
unfit to handle his horse, let alone attend 
to his duties as fireman, when property 
and mebbe life was jeopardized. In at­ 
tem pting to turn the corner of Main and 
Washington streets, four blocks below 
the fire, the wagon was upset, and the 
drunken Chief was spilled out, and lay 
sprawling on the ground until assisted to 
bis feet. The wagon was righted by the 
lookers on, the Chief assisted in the 
wagon, and off he drove, narrowly miss­ 
ing the telephone poles and another upset.

had not been noticed by the commission. 
^ r . Stoermer said th at he had been 
discharged because he was a friend of a 
m an named Moore. H e said that he had 
not been drunk, and he did not intend to 
be sat down upon. 
The charges were referred to the Fire 
Commission. 
An ordinance regulating the distribu­ 
tion of handbills was read and adopted.

An old m an nam ed D. Newman farmed 
Dear the Monte for years, and died 
there some tim e ago. 
Before his death 
he adopted a boy nam ed George Maldo­ 
nado as his heir. The boy’s m other got 
letters of adm inistration on the estate 
and employed Damron A 8haw to attend 
to her business as they had done for 
Newman before. 
Then came a bunch of 
claim ants for the property, relations of 
Newman.

At the death of New­ 
man his estate was valued at $100,000

conduct all the suits for her. Later Mrs. 
Maldonado m arried a man at Pasadena 
nam ed Hentig. 
All went well with the attorneys for 
Mrs. H entig until Judge 8haw went on 
the bench, and thereby became disquali­ 
fied to attend to the case, and Damron 
went to the Legislature, and then East 
and could not attend to it. 
In the ab­ 
sence of Damron Mrs. Hentig employed 
O’Melveney & Henning to fight one or 
two of her cases, and when Damron re­ 
turned he too entered the cases as coun­ 
sel. 
H ere came a rupture, for ¡asi. weak 
O’Melveney A Henning brought au action 
to have Mrs. Hentig romfved as guar­ 
dian of tbe estate of George Maldonado, 
on the ground th at she is now married 
and thereby disqualified to act, and on 
the further'ground that she is squander­ 
ing the estate. There are a num ber of

It is asserted in the pro­ 
ceedings th at the services of Damron are 
rated at an exorbitant figure, and that 
$1,000 would be amply sufficient pay for 
all he has done. 
A H e r a ld reporter saw Mr. Damron, 
who stated that he had not received from 
the estate in all to exceed $4 500, and 
th at he had agreed with Mrs. Hentig to 
let her off for $6,000 in all, instead of 
$15,000, due him under the original con­ 
tract. 
Mr. Damron told a long story

The Parliamentary Wrangle 
in the House. 


MORE OBNOXIOUS RULINGS MADE. 


The Democrats W ill Appeal to the 
Cenrts—W orld’s F air Made 
a Special Order.

W a sh in g t o n, February 17.—The House 
committee on W orld's Fair decided to 
report to the House a resolution making 
a special order for the consideration of 
fair bills on Tnursdav and Friday, and 
balloting for the selection of site next 
Monday. 
W a sh in g t o n, February 17.—In 
the 
House today, after the reading of the 
journal, Carlisle rose and said since the 
29th of January his side of the House 
had 
been 
protesting 
every morning 
against the approval cf the journal, on 
the ground th at it contained an entry 
made by the direction of the Speaker, 
showing the names of certain members 
present and not voting. 
Last Friday the 
House adopted a code of rules providing 
for such a practice. 
Against this the 
Democrats protested, and would protest 
as unconstitutional, but it was a question 
which could not be decided in this 
House. 
W henever the proper case arose 
it would go to some o 'her forum. 
I t was 
the purpose of his side to see th at this 
occasion should be m ade in such shape 
as would perm it it to be finally decisively 
passed upon. Therefore, he now saw no 
reason why the journal, the form of 
which the House had a right to prescribe, 
ehould not be approved. 
This 
was 
done. 
W hen the resolution from the W orld's 
Fair committee was presented, a second 
vote was demanded on the pro and con 
for its passage. 
The tellers appointed 
reported the reBult: Yeas, 114; nays, 8. 
The point of no quorum was m ade. The 
Speaker ran his eye rapidly over the 
H ouse; in a few minuteB he said : ‘ ‘There 
are 172 members present, more than a 
quorum ." 
McMillin, of Tennessee, protested that 
the rules prescribed the tellers as a 
means of ascertaining the presence of a 
quorum, and it was not proper for the 
chair to count. 
* 
The Speaker inquired what rule re­ 
quired tellers to determine the presence 
of a quorum. 
McMillin quoted from the rule touch­ 
ing motions to suspend rules, which re ­ 
quites that the motion shall be sub­ 
mitted to the House, to be seconded by a 
majority by tellers if demanded. 
The Speaker responded that a major^ 
ity had seconded the motion—114 to 8— 
and debate on the motion was now in 
order. 
But the Democrats m ade an earnest re­ 
sistance 
against 
proceeding 
further. 
McMillin insisted on the point that no 
quorum voted. Neither the Speaker nor 
any other man could assume that the 
men counted wore in the Houae while 
the vote was being taken. 
Bland wished to know by w hat right 
the tellers left their place before the gen­ 
tlemen had voted, aud the Speaker said 
if the gentlem an desired to vote, the 
tellers would again take their place. 
Miller, of Texas, m aintained that the 
rules required a decision by the tellers, 
aud argued against the Speaker's action. 
Cannon declared that the cbair had 
■done his duty in counting m em bers to 
determine the presence of a quorum. 
It 
was entirely a different question from the 
vote by tellers. 
Carlisle m aintained that the moment 
the tellers were ordered by the House to 
take their places, the power of the chair 
to count, except upon their 
report, 
ceased. 
He was not making this argu­ 
m ent because he wa9 opposed to second­ 
ing the motion, but believed this was a 
most im portant construction of the ruies, 
and the Houae should not surrender its 
power to the Speaker. 
Cannon asked under what rule Car­ 
lisle, when Speaker, had orderod the 
roll to be called to disclose a quorum, 
without the instruction of the House. 
Carlisle replied by citing the rule re­ 
quiring the presence of a quorum before 
the House begins its daily business. He 
asserted that he never held that he had 
the right to count a quorum on the floor. 
Peters, of Kansas, said the trouble was 
that this House had been wrapped round 
and round by cords of legal fiction until 
it waB as lifeless as a mummy. 
The Speaker said in this House the 
question was settled that if a majority 
was present to do business, their pres­ 
ence was all that was required to make a 
quorum. If they declined to vote, their 
inaction could not be in the pathway of 
those who did their duty. In this case 
the chair repeatedly counted the House 
during the vote, and after it ciosed, and 
being satisfied th at a constitutional quo­ 
rum was present to do business, an­ 
nounced the yeas 114, nays 8, and the 
motion seconded. 
Candler took the floor and announced 
his satisfaction at the conclusion of the 
W orld's F air com m ittee's 
work, and 
hopdd its report would be given im m edi­ 
ate consideration. 
H itt also urged speedy action. The 
question taken on the motion to suspend 
the rules and m ake a special order for 
fair bilh , resulted : 
YeaB, 148; nays, 27. 
Blount dem anded the yeas and nays. 
They resulted: Yeas 209. nays 56, and 
the special order was made. 
On motion of Perkins, a bill for the 
relief of the Sioux Indiana at Devil's 
Lake agency, North Dakota, was passed 
under suspension of the rules. 
Banks called up a bill to provide for 
the appointm ent of thirty additional 
medical 
exam iners for the Pension 
Office, 
A second was ordered, and 
Banks said the Secretary of the Interior 
earnestly recommended the passage of 
the bill, 
W ashington, of Tennessee, said the 
bill appeared to be a scheme to get thirty 
Republicans into office without any draft 
upon the civil service. 
Cannon argued that this class of em 
ployees was exceptional, and the ap­ 
pointm ents could not be subject to the 
civil service system. 
^S p rin g er was for the bill because it 
promised to facilitate pension cases. He 
invited the Republicans to bring on their 
pension legislation and let him vote on it. 
Blount defended the civil service law, 
and Bayne, of Pennsylvania, hoped no 
Republican would try to evade it. 
lie 
asked to have an am endm ent inserted 
providing that the exam iners be ap­ 
pointed under the civil service law. 
Cheadle, of Indiana, Morey, of Ohiot 
and 
other 
Republicans objected to 
Bayne’s request. The yeas and nays 
were taken upon the passage of 'h e bill, 
resulting: 
Yeas 109, nays 19. 
No 
quorum. 
Adjourned, with the understanding 
th at the bill be taken up on the next 
•nspeiuioii day,

presented a petition from 
Mississippi, complaining of the suppres­ 
sion of the Republican vote of that State,

for ratification; that it was the avowed 
purpose of the Democrats to e*ploy 
fraudulent methods to deprive many in­ 
telligent citizens of their franchise.

The Board of Education met in regalar 
session last night, President A. E . Pom­ 
eroy in the chair,and Messrs. Cox, Ellis, 
Frew, Gosper, McIntosh, Woodbury and 
Whaling present. A lengthy communi­ 
cation was received from a num ber of 
residents on the Crown Hills, asking that 
the board take such action as may be 
necessary to have the Callado-street 
school building erected according to the 
plans 
and 
specifications 
originally 
adopted, and the same was referred to 
the building committee. 
A D u m b er of applications for positions 
I janitors were referred to the janitors’ 
committee. 
A communication was received from 
the City Clerk, enclosing a petition from 
tbe International Bricklayers’ Union, 
which had been referred to the board by 
the Council. I t was read and referred to 
the building committee. 
A communication was received from 
the pupils of Míbb Sharp’s class asking 
the board to retain her as teacher of at 
least one study of the claes. It was re­ 
ferred to the classification committee. 
A communication was received from 
the teachers of the Spring-street school 
reflecting upon Mr. Whaling, bat as he 
was abeent, the m atter was dropped 
un'il he could be present. 
A number of demands aggregating 
$305.02 were approved in accordance with 
the report of the finance committee, as 
was also the pay-roll of teachers’ and 
janitors’ salaries, amounting to $14 500, 
Mr. Whaling voting negatively in both 
cases, and naming 
several 
teachers 
whom he thought were not qualified 
teachers. 
Mr. Ellis, of the committeee on class­ 
ification, recommended that the school 
on Grafton street, presided over by Miss 
Williams, be discontinued. 
He also 
recommended that Miss Maria Murdoch 
be elected as a regular teacher and Mr. 
J. C. Dunster as a teacher of music. 
On 
motion of Mr. Woodbury the report was 
adopted in spite of Mr. Whaling’s objec­ 
tions. 
Mr. Woodbury, of the committee on 
rules, regulations and transfers, recom­ 
mended the following transfers: Mr. 
Brown, to the high school; Miss Hevills, 
to Eighth street; Mies Ida W illiams, to 
Amelia street; Miss Kendall, to the 
high school; Miss Edith 
M. Joy, to 
eighth grade, Spring street; Miss Elinor^ 
Joy, to sixth grade, Spring street; Mies 
Vivian, to third grade, Spring street; 
Miss M. Murdock, to second grade, Breed 
street; Miss Benedict, to Temple street; 
Miss Ida Teed,to Thirtieth-street school. 
The report was adopted as read. 
A recess of ten minutes was then taken 
on motion of Mr. Ellis, for the parpóse 
of allowing the buildlDg committee to 
talk over the action of the Council in re­ 
fusing to allow any extra expense to be 
incurred upon the buildings. 
On reconvening, the communication of 
the Spring-street school teachers was 
partly read by Secretary Cox, when Mr. 
McIntosh asked that the m atter be re­ 
ferred to a special committee or the com­ 
mittee on teachers, but Mr. Ellis read 
scc'ion 1879 of the State school law, and 
stated that the board had no authority 
to ref r the m atter to any committee.

more than the mere assertion of interested 
parties before acting upon a m atter of so 
grave a charco as this. 
On the roll being called on Mr. Ellis’s 
am endm ent, it was lost by a vote of 5 to 
3. The original motion was carried by a 
similar vote. 
Mr. McIntosh, of the bnilding com­ 
m ittee, reported in the matter of the 
foundations of the high school building, 
that the contractor had made a very 
reasonable proposition, but the com­ 
mittee did not wish to take any responsi­ 
bility in the m atter of incurring the ex- 
peuse necessary and reported back with­ 
out recommendation. 
On motion of Mr. 
Cox, the m atter was referred back to the 
committee with instructions to obtain 
the opinion of Mr. Muchmore on the 
question. 
Mr. McIntosh recommended the ex­ 
penditure of $125 additional on the 
foundations of the Thomas-street school in 
East Los Angeles, in accordance with the 
recommendation of Mr. Muchmore and 
Architect Burton. The m atter was, after 
general discussion, referred back to the 
building committee with power to act. 
Tho board then adjourned.

W h e re tbe I nion Pacific Extension 
R une. 
A recent issue oí the Salt Lake Tribune 
contains a letter from Beaver City, U tah, 
which contains a description of the terri­ 
tory through which the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company is now extending its 
line from Milford to Pioche on its way 
to Los Angeles. 
By the outside world 
the region is generally regarded as little 
better than a desert, bat this letter 
written on the spot proves that it is a 
territory of abundant natural resources 
of 
several 
kinds. The 
climate 
of 
Southern U tah and Nevada is quite good, 
figs and cotton doing well in many 
places. The average 
rainfall around 
Beaver City and Pioche is from an inch 
to an inch and a half per m onth daring 
the summer, w ith greater precipitation 
In the mountains which abound in this 
territory, 
the 
snow 
from 
which 
sends abundant 
stream s on to the 
plains 
below 
all 
the 
year round. 
These stream s are used for irrigation pur­ 
poses in the valleys below. Some of 
these mountain peaks rise to a height of 
over 12,000 feet, and the area now under 
irrigation ditches in the territory here ad­ 
verted to amounts to 500,000 acres, which 
Governor Thomas thinks might easily be 
doubled. To do this would require the 
construction of reservoirs and the devel­ 
oping of all the water there is in the 
stream s. The country is very beautiful 
in the mountains, with m any small lake­ 
lets, abundant tim ber, plenty of game, 
including deer and bear, and good fish­ 
ing in the stream s, 
which are well 
stocked with trout. 
There is a good start made to put the 
country under some sort cf productive 
usefulness. 
In the counties of Beaver, 
Garfield, Millard, Piute and W ashington, 
U tah, there are 13,000 horses, 40,000 
cattle and 250,000 sheep. 
Dairying has 
been begun at several points and there 
are three small woolen mills, one at 
W ashington City, Washington county; 
one at Kingston. Piute county, and the 
third at Beaver City, Beaver conntv. 
They all employ 125 hands. 
But it is as a mineral region that the 
section 
is most im portant. 
Southern 
U tah and Nevada are perhaps the rich­ 
est districts in m ineral wealth in the 
Union, now awaiting development. The 
precious m etals have been taken from 
the veins there for a long tim e past, but 
no really thorough work has ever been 
attem pted because of the distance to the 
railroad station. 
Lead and copper ores 
are abundant, but these still lie almost 
untouched. Nearly all the minerals useful 
in modern civilization are found there. 
Platinum , zinc, antim ony, plumbago, 
arsenic, manganese, nickel, cobalt and 
mercury ara found. 
There are large de­ 
posits of the valuable clays used in pot­ 
teries, and there are large deposits of 
rock salt. 
Sulphur is so abundant that 
works have been established to sub­ 
lim ate it near Cove Creek. Speaking of 
iron and coal this letter say s: 
Iron ore ie pretty generally diffused 
throughout the country, but one of the 
largest deposits in the world perhaps is 
in Iron county. 
In thie locality there 
are ten separate deposits or mountains 
of hem atite and magnetic ore, estimated 
to contain 130,000,000 tons of this char­ 
acter of ore, averaging from 65 to 70 per 
cent, of the pure m etal, which is said to 
be the highest grade iron ore ever dis­ 
covered any place. 
As yet no use has 
ever bsen m ade of these vast deposits of 
iron, although nature seems to have par­ 
ticularly adapted thie region for exten­ 
sive iron w orks; 
for, besides other na­ 
tural facilities, there are running along 
almost side by side with the iron deposits 
beds of coal th at extend the whole length 
of the connty, north and south. 
Most 
of this coal is of the bituminous variety, 
but recently there has been found at the 
Bonth end of this coal region an excellent 
quality of anthracite. 
There is a good deal going on there 
now in the way of gold and silver m in­ 
ing. 
Of the former m etal, $10,000,000 to 
$14,000,000 a year have been taken out for 
a few years past near Osceola, Nevada, 
and now an aqueduct tw enty miles in 
length is beiug constructed at a cost of 
$200,000, to develop these mines to bet­ 
ter advantage. 
A silver m ine at the base 
•f the Grampion m ountain in Beaver 
county, U tah, yielded in four years, 
$13,000,000, of which $4,000,000 were 
paid oat in dividends to the stockholders. 
But most of the m ining in this sec­ 
tion is being done by m en of small 
means, who are merely holding on to 
their property in the hope of the railroad 
reaching there, when they 
will 
be 
able 
to 
sell oat to 
people with 
means 
to develop tbe 
deposits. In 
Ely district in Nevada, between 1864 and 
1880, the output of the m ines is esti­ 
mated at $26,000,000, but in the latter 
year quarrels between the owners of 
the minee led to the foreclosure of some 
of the best properties, and since then lit­ 
tle has been done. 
All the way from Salt Lake to the 
southern boundary of Inyo county, Cali­ 
fornia, the Union Pacific extension trav­ 
erses a remarkably rich country, where 
the local traffic will fully justify the 
building of a road. I t is a far better 
country than any of the transcontinental 
roads 
traverse, 
in 
long 
stretches 
between the sum m its of the Rocky 
mountains 
and 
the 
western 
foot 
of 
the 
8ierra 
Nevadas. 
From 
th e south line of Inyo county to Bar- 
■tow there is a stretch of country as bar­ 
ren as the desert of S ahara; but it is not 
A long stretch. If the road heads south­ 
westerly across the Mojave district, in 
Los Angeles connty, to the m outh of 
Rock creek, to come to Loa Angeles by 
way of Soledad cafion civ down the Te- 


jungas, it will cross a country which will 
settle up in a few years, with a prosper­ 
ous population. 
If it comes in by the 
Cajon pass 
it will 
at once strike 
the 
richest 
valley 
in 
the world. 
The trade of Southern California in 
freight and passengers is to be one 
of large'proportions. The shipments of 
fruits, vegetables and wines from this 
section will be of immense proportions. 
We need coal from the Utah coal fields 
here, and we will work the iron of the 
mines and smelt the ores here. 
Then the road will lie at all points be­ 
low the enow line. There will be no 
snow sheds to build, no snow plows to 
operate, no storm-bound trains far weeks 
at a time, but this will be the cheapest 
line to operate and the safest line to 
travel by. 
These are the sound reasons that exist 
to jastify the present effort of the Union 
Pacific to reach this Coast and this city, 
and these reasons will stimulate the con­ 
struction of the road until it reaches 
tide water at the gates of Los Angeles. 


M r . C a r l i s l e did a wise thing yester­ 
day when he said in the House that, Mr. 
Reed, by his Bismarckian One-Man - 
Power methods having succeeded 
in

But when this unseating of the 
men who were the people’s choice, and 
Mr. Reed’s rules, by which this was made 
possible, are taken to the country for final 
judgment next fall, Mr. Reed will find

The 
country is against Mr. Reed.

BEATEN IN A SIX-ROUND EIGHT. 


The 
Contest Was 
For Scientific 
Points—Honors Rest Easy With

O r l e a n s , February 17.—Three 
im portant events were on the Southern 
Athletic Olub programme tonight. 
Kil­ 
rain vs. Corbett, six rounds; Cleary vs. 
Sm ith, six rounds; Btzenah vs. John­ 
son, four rounds. After the Vaquelin 
fight the Southerners determined to find 
some foeman worthy of K ilrain’s prow­ 
ess, and looked over the country for a 
suitable m atch. Their attention 
was 
called to J . J. Corbett, the Olympic 
Club teacher at San Francisco. Corbett 
is a giant youngster and out W est is 
looked upon as the coming world’s cham ­ 
pion. A m atch was made. 
Corbett was in beautiful condition, 
while Kilrain looked too heavy. 
Fur­ 
thermore, Muldoon said the sad affair 
at Dallas nad rather unnerved him. 
There was a large crowd of spectators 
present at the club rooms to witness the 
glove contests. Kilrain stated his weight 
variously between 201 and 205 pounds. 
He did not have a very lively air as be 
came out. 
But the ex-champion looked 
massive and strong, although he com­ 
plained beforehand of having contracted 
the “ grip” at Houston. Corbett came 
out all smiles and made a strange coa- 
trast to Kilrain. Although Corbett is 6 
feet 1% inches tali, he looked a mere 
boy alongside of his adversary. 
He onl> 
weighs 183 pounds, and looked even less. 
Kdrain had Muldoon and Cleary behind 
him, while Corbett was seconded by 
Tommy Danforth, who will fight Paddy 
McBride in a few days, and Mike Smith, 
while George Scott, well known here 
some years ago as one of the cleverest of 
lightweights, was bottle-holder.

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THE POLICE COMMI88ION 


It Has Hard Work in Re 
during the Force. 


TUB NINE MEN 
DECAPITATED 


Ah E xecutive Session Found Neces 
s a ry to H ide tb e O pinions of 
th e B oard. 


Tbe police commissioners met yester­ 
day afternoon in adjourned session for 
the second time for the purpose of catting 
down the r'»l*ce force by the removal of 
nine men, pursuant to the provieione of 
the retrenchment ordinance. 
Mr. Dexter was the first m em ber of 
the board to put in an appearance, but 
he was almost immediately called away 
to see some of his friends in the Council 
chamber. 
During his temporary 
ab­ 
sence, Messrs. Collins, Lewis and Knox 
arrived in the order named and a brief 
conference was held with the Mayor in 
the ante-room of the latter’a office, at 
which the Chief was present. 
Mr. Col­ 
lins expressed some surprise at seeing the 
reporters present and intimated that in 
his opinion the session should be execu­ 
tive. This view, however, was not up­ 
held by a majority of the board. Mr. 
Dexter soon joined his confreres and for 
thirty minutes the quartette discussed 
the question in undertones, with the evi­ 
dent intention of sounding each other in 
the hope of coming to a mutual agree­ 
m ent, Mr. Collins and the Chief being 
closeted in the clerk's room. Not the 
slightest inkling 
however, could be 
ascertained as to the condition of affairs, 
as outsiders were rigorously excluded 
and the dcxhs of the ante-chamber were 
dosed to all. 
At 2 :35 o’clock the commissioners 
filed into the Mayor’s private office and 
the meeting was called to order. 
At 
this juncture a delegation of the visiting 
grocers were introduced by C ityC leik 
Teed, who was escorting them around 
the city hall building, and the session 
was interrupted for a few minutes. After 
they had left, the proceedings com­ 
menced with the reading of a report from 
Chief Glass to the effect th at he had sus­ 
pended Officer P . D. Lahart for conduct 
unbecoming in a member of tbe force, 
until the further order of the board. 
On 
motion of Mr. Knox the Chief’s action 
was confirmed. 
The application of T. G. Meyers for a 
transfer of the license for No. 344 East 
F irst street, now in the name of J. Eib- 
enstein, was granted. 
The application 
of Joseph Virgil for a permit to obtain u 
new license for a saloon at No. 606 Macy 
street, was referred to the Chief under 
the rule. A couple of demands amount­ 
ing in the aggregate to $75.50 were ap­ 
proved as read. 
Mayor Hazard asked the pleasure of 
the board in regard to the removal of 
nine men from the force, as required by 
the retrenchm ent ordinance. 
Captain Knox then.rose and addressed 
the board at some length. 
He said that 
he had thonght the m atter over consid­ 
erably and he had come to the conclu­ 
sion that it would be placing the commit; - 
sion in an em barrassing position to re­ 
move nine men from the force without 
cause. 
He had talked the m atter over 
with several of his legal friends and was 
impressed with the idea that to obey the 
order of the Conncil in this instance 
wonld be establishing a bad precedent. 
This was the first Board of Police Com­ 
missioners under the new charter, and 
he believed that it was the intention of 
the framers of the constitution of the 
oity 
to 
place 
all 
m atters 
relating 
to the direction of 
the police de 
partm ent in the hands of the board. 
Although he was in favor of carrying 
out the requirements of the city ordi­ 
nances to the letter, he thought it was 
not the duty of the board to do so when 
the ordinances were in conflict with the 
charter, and as he believed that the 
board was the best judge of the number 
of men required to m aintain the efficiency 
of the force, he did not think that it was 
right to order the force to be cut down, 
when in the opinion of the board such 
action was detrimental. 
As he under­ 
stood it, the salary fund from which the 
E 
olice force was paid was raised by 
censes and fines, and tbe only way to 
keep saloons and criminals under sur­ 
veillance was by keeping up the efficiency 
of the force; and he felt, as an indi­ 
vidual, that it was his duty as a public 
official to see the efficiency of the force 
upheld. 
The board had already stated in the 
past that the force should consist of 100 
m en, and when it first took charge there 
were over 100 men. 
Since that time the 
force had been cut down to ninety, and 
then to eighty, and it was possible that 
before the present board went out of 
office the force would be cut off entirely. 
This was a matter that the Council 
should not interfere with, and it was ex­ 
ceeding its power in passing the ordi­ 
nance, and it was the duty of the board as 
public officers to see that it was protested. 
In his opinion the force should be in­ 
creased 50 or 60 per cent, instead of be­ 
ing diminished. 
He therefore moved 
that it be the sense of the Board of Po­ 
lice Commissioners that a reduction of 
the number of the force would be detri­ 
m ental to the best interests of the public 
service, and for that reason tbe Board of 
Police Commissioners respectfully re­ 
fuses to make any reduction in the num ­ 
ber, except for cause. 
He stated that he was willing to make 
n concession in so far that the board 
would not fill any vacancies created by 
any discharges for good and substantial 
reasons; but he balieved th at was as far 
as the board should go. 
He recognized 
the fact that the board, w ith the excep­ 
tion of his honor, the Mayor, ran the risk 
ol decapitation; but he failed to recog­ 
nize the fact that the Council bad the 
S 
jwer to make him do anything which 
e believed to 
be wrong; and if the 
Council gave the matter the proper con­ 
sideration he thought that it would see 
the matter iu its proper light. 
Mr. Dexter in seconding the motion 
said that he agreed with his colleague in 
this matter, and wished to add th at it 
seemed to him that as a Board of Police 
Commissioners it was their duty to look 
after and protect the members of the po­ 
lice force, wbo were in their charge. The 
time had come now when tbe board 
might as well face the music and an­ 
nounce publicly that it knew its legal 
rights as a police commission. Though 
he 
disliked 
to 
enter into a con­ 
troversy with the Council, 
be 
did 
not 
fear 
decapitation, 
as 
he 
had received information from legal au­ 
thorities, and Republicans at that, that 
the Council was exceeding its legal 
rights. 
Mr. Lewis stated that be bad not yet 
taken any legal advice on tbe subject, 
but he was there to discharge bis duties 
as a police commissioner, and be consid­ 
ered it bis duty to obey tbe ordinance as 
passed by the Council and signed by the 
Mayor. H e therefore moved as a sub­ 


stitute th at each police commissioner 
make a list of nine names to be voted 
on for removal from tbe force. 
Mr. Knox rose to a point of order and 
objected on the ground that Mr. Lewis’s 
motion was not a substitute, as it was not 
germane to the resolution offered by him 
Again, he did not recognize the right of 
the board to compel him to make a list if 
he did not want to. 
Mayor Hazard ruled that Mr. Lewis’s 
substitute was germane to the resolution, 
and thought that he could embody in his 
motion the m anner in which it should be 
done. 
Mr. Lewis, however, withdrew 
hie motion at this juncture, and the roll 
being called on Mr. Knox’s motion, it 
was lost by 2 to 3. 
. 
Mr. Lewis then renewed his motion, 
which was seconded by Mr. Collins, but 
th at also was lost by 3 to 2. 
Mayor Hazard then moved that the 
Chief be requested to furnish a list of 
nine names of the men whom it would 
be best to remove from the force, and 
embodied in sabstance his motion of the 
other day. 
Mr. Collins suggested that the Chief’s 
report of nine nam es be acted on when 
presented, as it would place the Chiet 
in a bad light to have him bring in a list 
upon which the board would disagree. 
Mr. Lewis moved, as an amendment, 
that the Chief’s report be confirmed 
wfien presented, but ou the roll being 
called, the same was lost by 3 to 2. 
The original motion followed suit by a 
vote of 4 to 1, and Mayor Hazard asked 
the further pleasure of the board. 
Mr. Dexter moved that the board re­ 
quest the Chief to furnish a list of twelve 
names, from which a selection of nine 
be made by the commissioners. 
Mayor Hazard offered the same objec­ 
tion as at the previous meeting, on the 
Bcore that the three names left on the 
list would have been blackballed by the 
Chief, and that thiB would create a bad 
feeling on the part of these men. 
Mr. Dexter persisted in his motion, 
and said th at the Chief was the best 
judge of those who should be removed. 
A deadlock seemed im m inent at this 
point, but the danger was averted by 
Mr. Lewis, who suggested that each 
commissioner should name a man to be 
removed, aod the m atter be put to a 
vote. 
Mr. Knox, however, demurred on the 
ground that he would like to have sev­ 
eral days for consideration before doing 
80.' 
Then Mr. Collins suggested that the 
Chief present a list of fifteen names, and 
Mr. Dexter made a motion to that effect, 
adding, however, that the board resolve 
itself into executive session when choos­ 
ing the nine victims from the list. 
Mr. 
Kuox demurred to this also, and stated 
that it was wrong to put the responsi­ 
bility of removal npon the Chief, as the 
public would naturally infer from such 
action, that such would be the case. 
Mr. Lewis offered aa am endm ent to 
the effect that nine names be presented 
oy the Chief lor confirmation by the 
board. 
After discussing the m atter, the roll 
was called on the am endm ent, which 
was lost by 3 to 2. 
Mr. D9xter’s motion then prevailed by 
similar vote, Messrs. Knox and Lewis 
voting negatively. 
The two commissioners who objected 
to an executive session were then ap­ 
pointed as a committee to wait upon the 
Chief, who had not been preeent during 
the meeting, and request him to report 
to the hoard in half an hour with a list 
of fifteen names, and a recess was taken 
iu the meantime. 
At the expiration of that period Chief 
Glass appeared, and the board at once 
reconvened in executive Bession. 
After 
diecuesing the m atter for about thirty- 
five minutes, the Chief emerged from the 
private office and announced to the re­ 
porters that their presence was desired, 
as the slate was prepared. 
Before voting on it, however, a com­ 
munication from Chief Glass, calling the 
attention of the board to the fact that 
the regular monthly inspection would be 
held at 10:30 this morning, was read and 
ordered filed. 
Another from Hervey 
Lindley, thanking the board for the effi­ 
cient service rendered by the depart­ 
m ent at W hittier, was read and ordered 
spread upon the minutes. 
Clerk RobinBon then read the follow­ 
ing list of nine names for removal from 
the force, which was carried by an unani­ 
mous vote : 
P. I). Lahart, 8. N. Sheets, 
J. D. Schieck, A. J . Lenox, M. Shan­ 
non, J. H. Green, W. Bell, W. I. Jack­ 
son and L. L. Rulo. 
On motion of Mayor Hazard, it was 
resolved that in future whenever a va­ 
cancy occurred on the force preference 
be given to the nine men who had been 
removed without cause, by reason of the 
reduction in the num ber of the force. 
The board then adjourned.
